Summary of reasons for decision: 

The computer text file promotes and encourages the crime of incest to a significant extent and 
degree and its availability is therefore likely to be injurious to the public good. 

The text file contains cmde explicit descriptions of sexual activity between a father and his 
daughter. The descriptions are clearly meant to titillate and arouse people with an interest in 
incest, and they endorse and legitimise incest. 

An objectionable classification interferes with the freedom of expression as expressed in the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, but this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's 
intention that publications promoting or encouraging criminal acts to a significant extent and 
degree are to be classified as objectionable. The classification is considered a reasonable limitation 
on the freedom of expression that reflects the concern of "a free and democratic society" to limit 
the availability of such publications.
